associated with the purchase or sale of such a residence at a 
temporary duty location except in conjunction with an authorized 
relocation pursuant to FTR Chapter 302, nor for expenses associated 
with the purchase, sale, or payment of a recreational vehicle or 
camper at a TDY location.
